ports with respect to the commerce they 
handle is the same. New York is the prin- 
cipal port of transit for freight from the 
United States to Europe and from Burope to 

te United States. Chicago is the principal 

of transit for freight moving east and 
west or west and east. , 

Chicago is the center of one of the greatest 
producing regions in the world, equal in rich- 
ness to the united kingdom, France, Ger- 
many, Spain, and the smaller countries of 
Belgium, Holland, Denmark, Switzerland, 
end Portugal. The promise of this region is 
den more glorious than its present, Given 

r population and the region tributary 
to Chicago will contain wealth never before 
een by any section of equal area in the 
ed world. 

Chicago Lacks Progressiveness. 

Yet, in spite of existing conditions and in 
spite of the possibilities of the future, Chi- 
cago is falling steadily behind other lake 

ports and is showing none of the progressive- 
ness which is responsible for the splendid 
growth of New York. 

It is not too much to say that if the same 
jaissez faire spirit which has injured Chi- 
cago should have prevailed in New York, 
that great metropolis of the Atlantic sea- 
board also would have dropped behind in the 
race for trade, not to the same extent, per- 

haps, but still to an appreciable degree, and 
Boston and Philadelphia would have bene- 
fited. 

New York, however, has risen to ite oppor- 
tunity. Not only has it insisted on large ap- 
propriatiois by the federal government for 
widening and deepening its channeis—arid the 
government has responded gladly to its de- 
mands—but the state has done its share and 
the city has been active in providing. ade- 
quate 


Comparative Statistics Lacking. 
No statistics of local and evastwise domes- 
tie commerce using New York are avaliable, 
else a better comparison could be made with 
the condition at Chicago. There is a tremen- 
dous trade which uses the railroads and 
which pays toll to Chicago. 

Twenty-seven railway systems focus at 
Chicago, and they do so because the flat land 
and fertile soil surrounding the city, the 
markets of the east, and the great lakes force 
them to do so. 

No one will believe for an instant that these 
Systems go to Chicago for any love of the 
¢ity. Geographically St. Louis is in a much 
better situation. But the foot of Lake Michi- 
gan, one of the chain of great lakes, with 
their magnificent navigation advantages, 
makes the location of Chicago ideal for com- 
mercial purposes. 

Without the great lakes Chicago would not 
exist so far as the rest of the country and the 
world is concerned, any more than New York 
would without the Atlantic ocean. It would 
be an inland town. 


Makes Intelligent Men Wonder. 

It is this fact which makes intelligent men 
Wonder at the refusal of citizens of Chicago 
to realize the need of constructing a harbor 
Which will supplement the natural advan- 
tages with which it has been endowed. 

New York has been constant in its effort 
to keep pace with shipping demands. The 
depth of its channels has been increased year 
after year in order to accommodate ships 
the size of which is growing, in order to 
handle larger cargoes. 

Chicago, on the other hand, has been con- 
tent to leave water transportation to take 
care of itself. It has permitted obstacles to 
development to continue even after the ruin- 
ous effects of their existence has become ap- 
parent. 

Chicago’s Policy Unsettled. 

Chicago has no settled policy, and boat 
lines in many instances have to depend upon 
rallroads for receiving and landing their 
cargoes, The natural result of this is to 
give railroads larger control over the lake 
lines, with a consequent. influence upon the 
fetes which they charge for service.

Mr. Jameson was attacked at 10 o’¢lock 
Wednesday night when he was on his way to 
his apartments in the Pattington. Two men 
lay hidden behind the fence that surrounds 
the lot, which is more than half a block in 
Irving Park boulevard and extends almost to 
Bitter Sweet place, the next street north. 

A s00n as Mr. Jamieson had passed the 
gateway the bandits sprang upon him from 
behind, and, throwing over his head a sack in 
which was concealéd a sponge saturated with 
chloroform, they dragged him to a hollow and 
relle ved him of hia money and jewelry. 

The drug acted quickiy—in fact, Mr. Jamie- 
son hardly remembers anything that o- 
curred after the sack was throw. over him, 
He does not know exactly how much money 


was in his purse, but estimates it at about

Mr. Jamieson found himself soaked with 
rain, chilled to the bone, and scarcely able fo 
walk. He managed to drag himself to the 
fence, and was attempting to craw! to his 
apartment when a policeman happened along 
and assisted him to the house. Mr. Jamieson 
was unable to give a description of the rob- 
bers to the police, not having seen them, nor 
at that time was he able to telle the extent 
of his losses. It was reported that he was 
quite ll as a result of his long exposure. 

The scene of the holdup is only a short 
block from Evanston avenue, at which corner 
many persons usually are waiting for the 
cars, it being a transfer point from the 
Evanston avenue cars, which stop there, to 
those bound farther north. Over eighty 
families reside in the Pattington, which is 
less than 100 feet from where the highway- 
men sprang upon their victim, and as many 
more live in the immediate neighborhood, 
and between 10 o’clock and midnight it is 
estimated that fully fifty people ordinarily 
would pass the Mills lot. 


House Made Tramps’ Dormitory. 

Mrs. Mills sold the premises last spring 
and since then the house has been vacant. 
Last summer it was noticed that tramps had 
broken into the house and were using it asa 
place to sleep. The grounds are large, and, 
unlike. most Chicago lots, there is consider- 
able undulation to thé lawn. The house it- 
self l on a high knoll, from which the 
ground recedes to a hollow on the west side 
that is considerably lower than the sidewalk. 
Since Mre. Mills and her family left the place 
the grass has grown 80 high that it would 
easily conceal a recumbent man. 

The people of the neighborhood long ago 
complained to the Town Hall police that the 
place was a rendeavous for undestrable char- 
acters, and said they feared a robbery just 
such as eccurred Wednesday night. For a 
time the tramps were driven out, and it is 
said only recently they returned to make the 
place a sort of winter abode. | There is no 
record, however, of any further complaint 
having been made to the police about it. 

Place Gloomy at Wight. 
Irving Park boulevard, between Evanston 
avenue and the lake is not well lighted, and 
the interior of the lot itself ie shrouded in 
jmpenetrable darkness on a night when there 
is no moon, There are many large trees on 
the grounds, witich add to the gloom, so that

JURY FREES THE BROTHERS. 


Prosecutor Short Declares the Verdict 
Given Is Inexplicable, 


A verdict of not gullty yesterday which 
set Vincent and Joseph Altman free was 
followed by active preparations on the part 
of the state’s attorney and his assistants for 
the trial of other bomb throwing cases in 
which Vincent, the older of these brothers, 


is alleged to be concerned. 

The verdict was reached at 8 a. m., after 
the jury had deliberated all Wednesday 
night. The defendants were elated over 
their victory and rejoiced with members of 
their families in the courtroom, The two 
brothers first embraced each other and 
were speechless with joy. 

Instead of spending the day at home at a 
feast they were closeted nearly all day with 
their attorneys, James T. Brady and Daniel 
L. Cruice. Mr. Cruice said the conference 
was merely a congratulatory one. , 

„It the state’s attorney begins the other 
case against Vincent Altman we will be 
ready,“ he added. I believe it is the weaker 
case of the two or the prosecutors would 
have tried it first.” 


Surprised at the Verdict. 

“I have no evidence Of intimidation,” 
said Assistant State’s Attorney Short in dis- 
cus@ing the verdict, but it seems incredible 
that a jury of rational men could bring a 
verdict of not guilty when the evidence 
against the men was so strong.

AMERICAN SOCIETY: IN LONDON 
OBSERVES THANKSGIVING DAY. 


Annual Dinner Attended by All Repre- 
sentatives in Metropolis of Ameri- 
can Countries. 


LONDON, Nov. 25.—The American society 
in London evolved a happy idea when it had 
present at its annual Thanksgiving dinner 
today the representatives in London of all 
American countries. These included Am-

The crux ef the struggle lay in the effort 
to limit the functions of eight bureaus, each 
endowed with an authority coequal with that 
of the secretary of the navy and all notorious 
for their lack of codrdination. 

So tt was that the fight of the insurgents ”’ 
centered about the system ‘Their chief 
efforts were wholly to eliminate it as a sys- 
tem; to completely separate the administra- 
tive from the advisory, and to separate both 
from politics; to relegate the Jong dominant, 
ever autocratic bureau of construction to 
the subordinate capacity merely as supplying 
tools of warfare, and finishing these tools 
in the way that those who have to use them 
in battle insist on having them finished.

CUTS CANCER WITH CURRENT 


Baltimore Surgeon Uses French 
Method of Killing Growth. 


APPLIES HEATED AIR, TOO. 


| 
Electricity Held More Effective than 
Knife in Cure, 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 25.—[{Special.]—For 
the first time in this country the electrical 
method of Dr. E. Doyen, the eminent French 
surgeon, was employed today by Dr. G. 
Hauer Everhart at St. Luke’s hospital 
when he removed a large cancerous growth 
from the mouth of John Lookingbil) of Car- 
roll county. The operation also included the 
removal of growth from other parts of the 
patient’s face. Hot sterilized air, just below’ 
the burning point, first was applied to soften, 
the tissues and make the application of the 
electricity more thorough in its work. 
Fulguration is the name of the Doyen 
method of applying electricity to cancerous 
tissues. It is the most thorough system of 
treating the disease, as electrical currents 
can penetrate and kill the growth in a man- 
ner not permissible with the surgeon's knife. 
The current as applied is arranged specially 
for this kind of work. 


Instruments Are Delicate. 
So delicate are the instruments used that 
they have to be hermetically sealed to pre- 
vent their injury while the room is being 
fumigated after an operation. 
The vaccine used in the case today was 
supplied by Prof. Doyen from his laboratory 
in Paris. It was composed of micrococus- 
neoformens,. which is one of the bacteria 
found in all cancerous growths, and is be- 
lieved by Doyen to be the cause of the taking 
on of new growth. The patient will be vac- 
cinated hypodermically with antitoxin for

Mrs. Facobs, who held the baby in her 
arms, was thrown fifty feet, and probably 
will die, while the baby, crushed under its 
mother's body, is believed to be fatally hurt. 
None of those injured in the second accident 
is likely to die.

Alexander, the Macedonian king who so 
fatefully lost his life in seeking to attain‘to 
his ambitions, is a character which has ap- 
pealed to the mind of men ever since his 
own day. It was one that to hall M. Kirk- 
man_seemed most highly endowed with the 
possibilities of a good novel, and he has ac- 
cordingly written three volumes devoted to 
the man, one, “ALEXANDER THE 
PRINCE,“ dealing with his youth and the 
awakening of the love he feels for the Bac- 
trian princess: the second, ALEXANDER 
THE KING,” telling of the events conse- 


\quent upon his ascension of the throne of 


hilip; and the third, ALEXANDER AND 
ROXANA,” which tells of his journey into 
the realms of Persia and his finding of the 
maid he had loved in his youth and of the 
disastrous ending of his undertakings. 

Although dealing with the same personage, 
all the books are separate and distinct, and 
the author claims that the history is only in- 
eidental to the course of the story, which has 
not been too dependent upon the correctness 
of incidents, yet the data of the life of the 
king are appended to each. The work seems 
in most cases to be done faithfully; a deep 
conscientiousness is everywhere visible, but 
the inspiration of the narrative, which it 
would seem should come from the personali- 
ties that crowd the canvases presented, from 
the character of the times themselves, has 
been hardened by too much study, and no 
glowing words retell the story that for ages 
has been important in guiding the ambitions 
of great men. To be sure, it is a difficult thing 


to recreate the conversation of men in the 


Greek army, in the Persian oourt, and even 
that between lovers, which should be the 
least hard of all save for care of anachron- 
isms, but it is because Mr. Kirkman had too 
diligent a thought for these things that his 
novels lack vital force, that they appear cold, 
where we should expect the stirring of youth- 
ful enthusiasm.

Inerease Not Opposed by Rabi- 
noff and Atwell, as It Would 

Affett Few Players. 


A campaign to untonize all concert orches- 
tras, those playing in cafés and restaurants, 
nickel theaters, and other places of amuse- 
ment was decided upon yesterday by the 
officers of the Chicago Federation of Musi- 
cians. Coincident: with this came the an- 
nouncement that the union at its last meet- 
ing voted to raise the minimum salary scale 


for members of the Philharmonic orchestra : 


from $5 to $7 a man for each performance. 
The advance was voted as the result of a 


2 precleasifiantion of the orchestra. Originally 
92 | it was classed as miscellaneous and the 


musicians in it were placed under the scale 
of that classification. The players, however, 
raise@ objection on the ground that the or- 
chestra was a permanent institution and 
the union sustained them by ordering the 
orchestra placed in the grand concert” 
class with the Theodore Thomas. 


Has Contract with Union. 

Under a contract with the union, however, 
the minimum wage scale of the Thomas or- 
chestra members is $25 a week. The differ- 
ence in the scale, according to the musicians, 
was made because the Philharmonic gives 
only one performance a week and the mem- 
bers regard it as extra work.” Max Rab- 
inoff and Ben H. Atwell, promoters of the 
concerts, said they do not object to the wage 
increase, as it would affect only a few of 
the musicians receiving the minimum scale 
of $5. 

“We have not been ee notified of 
the raise, though I understand the union has 
taken action,“ said Mr. Rabinoff. “ We will 
offer no objection, as the difference in the 
payroll would not amount to more than from 
$30 to $50 a week, most of the fifty-eight 
members flow receiving much more than the 
minimum scale.“ 


Want Season Contracts. 

In the unionizing campaign it is planned to 
present season ‘contracts to all employers, 
binding them to employ none but union mu- 
sicians. | 

An effort to settle the billposters' strike 
will be made at a meeting this afternoon 
between theater mandgers and a joint com- 
mittee of strikers and officers of the Stage 
Employés’, Scene Painters’, and Musicians’ 
unions. The meeting will be held in the of- 
fice of Sol Litt in the McVicker’s Theater 
building. Unless the managers come to 
terms with the billposters all theaters in 
the loop, except the Garrick, whose manager 
has signed up with the union, will beied up, 
according to the committee, by sympathetic 
strikes of all theatrical trades.
